After a strug- 
le of two hours, the secend fire was 
gotten under control by flooding the 
forward compartment. Much damage 
was done to this section of the ship by 
fire and water, estimated at $5000. 

With thie are quenched, the crew 
returned aft and redoubied their pre- 
vious efforte and by daybreak the last 
spark was subdued. The work of flood- 
ing the steamer continued another 
hour. and then the hatches were 
opened. It was found that the entire 
after compartment of the vessel was 
ruined. 

The carge is a total loss and the steel 
girders and framework are warped and 
twisted beyond repair. The officers 
state that the damage in sight may 
reach anywhere from $25,000 to $75,000, 
but it is impossible to tell with any 
degree of accaracy owing to the fact 
‘that the hold is still hot and smoking 
and it is impossible to closely exam- 
ine it. 

The task of floating the vessel was 
then proceeded with and it was easier 
than was s the stern being 
deep in the water, while the steamers 
rose rested lightly in the mud. The 
pumps were set to work, the ports were 
opened and the water between decks 
allowed to discharge while the hold 
Was pum out. 

The vessel still has a heavy list to 
rort, the cargo having shifted and it 
will be difficult to right her, 
not much in the way of repairs will 
attempted at thie port. 

At noon the Oregon was partially 

umped out and steamed up the har- 
— to the railroad wharf, where she 
Was made fast. Capt. Pillebury stated 
that the damage to the stern Was ex- 
tensive. He could give no definite es- 
timate, and opinions among shipping 
men as to the loss vary, although n 
ie generally believed that $50,000 is a 
mall figure, taking into consideration 
the loss to the cargo.

PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 
BUSINESS IN FEBRUARY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
monthiy statement of the public debt 
shows that at the close of business 
February 28, 1905, the debt, less cash 
in the treasury amounted to $989,574,- 
153, which is a decrease for the month 
of $306,401. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: Interest- bearing debt, 
$896,137,530; debt on which interest has 
ceased since maturity, $1,417,320; debt 
bearing no interest, $383,681,146; total, 
$1,280,253,997. This amount, however, 
does not include $1,001,134,969 in cer- 
tificates and treasury notes outstand- 
ing, which are offset an equal 
amount of cash on hand ich is held 
for their redemption.

TO EXPLORE UPPER AIR. 


Knabenshue Will Make High Balloon 
Ascension Next Sunday for Scien- 
tifie Purpose. 

Roy Knabenshue !s planning the loft- 
tent balloon ascension ever attempted 

in the West. 

Knabenshue has constructed a smal! 
spherical balloon at Chutes barn, and 
proposes to ascend on Sunday after- 
noon to heights which have been 
reached but few times in the history of 
Arial navigation. He said yesterday 
that @ve miles was his goal, and he ex- 
pects that his new gas bag will take 
him at least 25,000 feet straight into the 
alr. 

The ascension is to be made for scien- 
tine research, and Knabenshue will 
take with him. in his regulation car of 
wicker work, a complete equipment of 
thermometers, barometers and other 
atmospheric testing apparatus. 

The dimensions of the new balloon 
are not as great as those of some of its 

redecessors. It will be twenty-two 

in diameter, and win hold about 
5000 cubic feet of gas. That gas, how- 
ever, is pure hydrogen, and the a#ro- 
naut believes that the uplift of this 
will be so great that the first mile of 
his upward ascent will de done at the 
appalling speed of nearly a mile a min- 
ute, after momentum is once attained. 

Said he yesterday aftemnoon: “I want 
this to be an ascension devoid of sen- 
sational features, for I am going up in 
the air to learn things—not to make 
any demonstrations for the delight of a

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EUTRAL TRADE IN WAR TIME. 

If there must be war in the 
world, let its evils be confined within 
the narrowest possible limits.. This 
is a humanitarian precept to which 
every civilized nation is willing to 
subscribe. It may be in the nature 
of a compromise, but most great re- 
forms are accomplished by a succes- 
sion of compromises. We fight fire or 
& pestilence by preventing it from 
spreading; then comes the chance of 
mastering the conflagration or the 
epidemic. Similarly, when war has 
broken out, every effort should be 
concentrated toward keeping neutral 
powers from being involved in the 
quarrel. By localizing the conflict, it 
all the sooner reaches a termination. 
During the present unhappy strug- 
le in the Far East we have more than 
once seen the imminent danger of 
neutrals being dragged in because of 
fash and vexatious interference with 
peaceful commerce on the high seas. 
Prompted by the seriousness of the 
risk thus made manifest, the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Trade has ad- 
dressed a memoria! to similar com- 
mercial organizations throughout the 
world, calling for a combined effort to 
secure the establishment by interna- 
tional agreement of neutral zones 
within which in time of war vessels 
engaged in the conduct of lawful trade 
shall be free to pass without seizure 
or interruption. The question ix n 
dificult one, but for that reason it ts 
not to be lightly dismissed. 

The weaker naval powers may be 
expected to accept the principle laid 
down with alacrity, for their right to 
search at sea is in any case restricted 
by their inability. But for this very 
reason the strong navies will be all 
the more reluctant to relinquish any 
part of the advantage which thelr 
strength confers. We have a case in 
point at the present moment. Russia 
is now virtually powerless to prevent 
or hinder contraband of war being 
shipped into Japan from almost every 
point of the compass; Japan on the 
other hand, within her sphere of op- 
erations in eastern waters, can hold 
up and examine every vessel to which 
the slightest suspicion of aiding her 
enemy attaches. The right of might 
is hers. War is a test of might. Will 
any nation strong on the seas volun- 
tarily dispossess herself of any part 
of her superiority? Even the effect 
ive power to search puts a check to 
the attempts to run contraband. For 
when the insurance brokers decline 
the risk, the shippers have little stom- 
ach for the dangerous enterprise, how- 
ever tempting may be its possible 
profits. 


Furthermore, there are practical dif- 
ficulties attaching to the proposal as 
— by the men of Massachu- 
setts. So long as the neutral zones 
were far removed from the area of 
hostilities, we might expect their neu- 
trality to be respected. But in effect 
this result is attained under present 
conditions. The patroling of the seas 


— 


ie necessarily confined to the zones 


of danger. During the present war 
there has, for example, been no at- 
tempt to hold up vessels engaged in 
the North Atlantic trade. But the 
Red Sea has been an admitted zone of 
danger, although 10,000 miles away 
from the actual scene of hostilities. 
Could Russia have been expected to 
debar herself from the right of search- 
ing for contraband in that conventent 
highway of communication? She had 
the initial advantage over Japan in 
this quarter, because of greater prox- 
imity to her naval bases. Although 
her methods of search provoked bit- 
terness, her right to search was never 
disputed, least of all by the great 
naval powers whose position of 
strength would have been impaired by 
the establishment of any such prec- 
edent. 

The whole question, therefore, de- 
comes a much wider one—the rights 
of peaceful commerce in time of war 
whether under neutral flags or the 
flags of the belligerents. An interna 
tional agreement is required strictly 
defining the classes of goods that are 
contraband of war and . the classes 
that are not contraband. Russia 
started out with a classification that 
was not in conformance with the 
views. held by other nations. The 
pressure of international opinion com- 
pelled her to recede from her original 
claims A clearly defined interna- 
tional agreement on the nature of con- 
‘traband, and the methods of searching 
for it, would have avoided the fric 
tion her early acts in the Red Sea 
engendered. The neutral zones, as 
the conflict has shown, naturally ad- 
just themselves. The crux of the 
question is the contraband itself, and 
this is the subject to which, at the 
close of the war, The Hague tribunal 
will m all likelihood turn ite first at- 
tention.

AILWAY ACCIDENTS. 
The Minister of State and Public 
Works of Prussia, Gen. von Budde, 
made comparison, a few days ago, be- 
tween railway accidents in the United 
States end in Prussia. The compari- 
son was hardly such as could truth- 
fully be called favorable to the United 
States. Gen. von Budde showed that 
derailments occur with three times 
greater frequency in the United States 
than in Prussia and that collisions are 
three and a half times es numerous: 
also that “the persons injured and 
killed are thirty-six times greater in 
number.” Presumably these compart- 
sons are made upon the basis of the 
aggregat’ miles of railroad in the re- 
spective countries, as otherwise the 
figures would be without significance 
or value. 


the comparison here made between 
the United States and Prussia is also 
true, in greater or less degree, as be- 
tween railroads in the United States 


railway acidents in the United States 
including the great loss of life, is 
something appalling. It is equaled, 
probably, in no other nation on 
earth. 

While it is true that the great ma- 
j-rity of persons killed and injured 
on the railways of the United States 
are railway employés, this fact does 
not lessen the reproach implied in the 
summary of statistics. A human life 
is a human life, whether it be that of 
a passenger or a railway employé, a 
millionaire or a pauper, a child or a 
person of mature years. 

It cannot well be regarded in any 
other light than «as disgraceful to 
the United States that the annual 
list of persons © slaughtered and 
maimed by railroad accidents is so 
large. A great proportion of the gc- 
cidents which occur are of the pre- 
ventable kind—which means that they 
are mostly due to carelessness. Many 
are the results of hasty, cheap and 
imperfect railroad construction, which 
is in itself a form of carelessness of 
a most censurable kind. 

In mechanical skill we surpass the 
people of other nations. It would 
seem that we ought ere this to have 
devised ways and means for the pre- 
vention of all preventable accidents 
on our great railroad systems. That 
other nations have far surpassed us 
in this respect is proof that the ex- 
cessive loss of life and limb on our 
own railroads is unnecessary and 
therefore inexcusable. 

That the comparative safety of 
travel on Prussian railroads is not 
secured by reason of low speeds is 
evident from the statement of the 
official above quoted, that “recent 
experiments with high-speed loco- 
motives have yielded a maximum. of 
eighty-two miles an hour, but loco- 
motives are unable to maintain this 
rate, and that “seventy-four miles 
an hour is possible, but the govern- 
ment recommends that the speed do 
not exceed sixty-eight miles an hour.” 

Under pfesent conditions, the oocu- 
pation of a railroad employé in the 
United States is more hazardous than 
that of a soldier in ordinary field 
service, while travel by rail is more 
hazardous for the passenger than 
travel by sea, considering the ordi- 
nary facilities for travel as they exist. 
Surely, this is a state of affairs which 
ought to be remedied. ' 

Perhaps if our railroad companies 
would set aside some of the funds em- 
ployed to control elections and to in- 
finence legislative bodies, and would 
use the same for the better building, 
equipment.and. management of their 
roads, a considerable saving might 
be effected in the large number of 
persons annually killed or injured 
through the operation of this great 
modern Juggernaut, the useful, the in- 
dispensable but terrible locomotive.

While British army reform seems to 
be in a constant state of change and 
chaos, navy reform is carried out 
with admirable promptitude and certi- 
tude. The recent readjustmenut of 
stations was no sooner announced than 
completed, the result being greatly to 
increase the effective strength of the 
navy by withdrawing squadrons from 
places where no danger is ever likely 
to threaten, and concentrating them at 
the points whence, in the event of hos- 
tilities, the quickest and most effective 
biows can be struck. . 

WARSHIPS IN RESERVE. 

But a second reform has been even 
more important—the reorgafiization of 
the reserve fleet. Formerly the vessels 
in reserve jay in the dockyards, with 
ony — — keep guns 

e n order. ow... the 
have ‘all been manned, a — 4 — 
tion with full crews, so that they can 

to sea at once on an emergency, 
the others with nucleus crews, enabling 
them to follow with the briefest pos- 
sible delay. Thus ready for action, the 
rve fleet is grouped in three di- 
Visions at the three great naval ar- 
senals of Portsmouth, Devonport and 
Chatham, under the command of the 
admirais, who will be responsible for 
their efficiency, will take them to sea 
for training, and who will command 
them if war occurs. To show the 
magnitude of the ye it may be 
mentioned that 12,000 cers and men 
were required, and 116 warships were 
involved, nine of them battleships, 
twenty cruisers, the balance torpedo 
boats and torpedo-boat destroyers. 
THE FLEET IN COMMISSION. 

In addition to this immense reserve. 
Great Britain's fighting forces on the 
seas, kept permanently in commission, 
are massed in the three fleets, the 
Channel, the Mediterranean. and the 
Atiantic, and the three cruiser squad- 
rons, together aggicgating twenty- 
eight battleships and eighteen armored 
cruisers, with the proper complement 
of smaller vessels. Besides these are 
the five battjeships of the China squad- 
ron, and the various groups of pro- 
teeted cruisers on patrol or station 
duty all over the world. Disregarding 
the and destroyer classes, we 
find that the British naval strength is 
now 158 warships, of which fifty-two 
are battleships and thirty-six armored 
cruisers of t first class, which have 
been happily described as “battleships 
in disguise.” These, be it noted, are 
only veasels on “the war list,” and this 
special list itself marks the latest re- 
form of all carried through by the 
British Admiralty. 

BANISHING THE “DUMMIES.” 

There are other ships not on the war 
list, sixty-two of them, including thir- 
teen battleships and fifteen large cruts- 
ers. They have their value, but. tn 
compliing the list that shows the real 
fighting strength, only veritable mod- 
ern men-of-war of full utility for ac- 
tion are taken into the calculation. 


lected vessels. This, as we have said, 
is quite a new departure, and for the 
present no other navy shows its real 
strength, as compared with its nominal 
streigth, thus clearly to all the world. 
Only experts can eliminate the doubt 
fula, sometimes the absolute derelicts,- 
that figure largely in the navy lists of 
other nations. 


WATER POWER IN NEW ZEALAND 

New Zealand at the present time is 
mainly an agricultural country. It 
raises fine wool and sends every year 
shiploads of prime mutton to England. 
also many thousands of tons of butter 
and cheese. In addition to the products 
of the field, New Zealand mines for 
gold and for coal, both in considerable 
amounts, and exports several valuable 
timbers. Then she has a magnificent 
national asset in her scenery, of moun- 
tain, lake and flord, among the Gnest in 
alt-ehe world, drawing to her shores 
a constant stream of tourists. But re- 
cent developments in the utilization of 
electricity have attracted attention to 
the fact that New Zealand possesses 
more waterfalis to the acre than any 
other country, Switzerland not except- 
ed. She has potential motive power 
in der tumbling rivers that might 
make her one of the leading manufac- 
turing nations. The world sees many 
changes in these swiftiy-moving days. 
Within another generation those beau- 
tiful islands of the antipodes may have 
grown to be a great industrial center.

For, 
from remote ages, the pear! fisheries 
of the Gulf of Manaar, to the north of 
the island, have made Ceylon famous, 
and brought unnumbered lakhs of ru- 
pees to her merchants. 80 the fisheries 
were well worth this measure of gov- 
ernmental solicitude. But now the Ger- 
man savant, Prof. Roentgen, is proving 
still a better friend to the pearl oyster. 
The Ceylon pearling fleet now carries 
an X-ray apparatus, and it is only nec- 
essary to examine by its aid the living 
bivalves so as to Giscriminate between 
the one that contains a pearl and the 
many others that hold no lustrous 
globule within their shell-encased anat- 
omy. Only the valuable oysters are re- 
tained. others are dropped gently 
back into the ocean, to enjoy life a n, 
pere some future day to yi a 
rich spoil to the treasure-hanters. .
